PERTINENT FACTS 

The undersigned filed the present application, Serial No. 09/816,333, under 37 C.F.R. § 
1 .53(b) on March 26, 2001 . The application was deposited at the USPTO mail window located 
at Crystal Plaza Two. The undersigned submits that the deposited application included page 1 
(Exhibit B). 

The undersigned obtained a date-stamped postcard receipt that itemized the documents 
being deposited at the USPTO (Exhibit C). The postcard properly indicates that an application 
including a specification of 19 pages was deposited at the USPTO on March 26, 2001. M.P.E.P. 
§ 503 indicates that a postcard receipt that itemizes and properly identifies the items that are 
being filed serves as prima facie evidence of receipt in the USPTO of all items listed thereon on 
the date stamped thereon by the USPTO. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the date-stamped postcard 
receipt (Exhibit C) provides prima facie evidence that page 1 was received, along with the rest of 
the application, on March 26, 2001. It is further submitted that the present application, with or 
without page 1, satisfies the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b) for obtaining a filing date.
